just the story of a couple who move from 
London to spend the first three years of their 
married life in the wilds of Yorkshire. 

The book, then, is the country as seen through 
London eyes ; its politics and politicians ; its 
philosophies and superstitions ; Guy Fawkes, the 
cricket match, the village concert, traditional 
customs and songs ; blackberrying or brambling ; 
country callers — it is a sort of Grossmith enter- 
tainment expanded and detailed. We think it 
is, perhaps, a bit over-literary in style, and the 
children do not always seem to us to ring quite 
true, but this may, be merely a matter of the 
personal element in the observer. It is a bright 
book, well worth reading. And who is Doody ? 
Doody is a very charming person. Get the 
book and see. The illustrations are throughout 
sufficient, and some are admirably good.
